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Vetoes Feature

"The arranpcmcnt of dhc Council seemed very logical, and was 
not unlike the real one. Though delegates wasted a great deal of time 
in discussing procc<iural matters, this only helped to create an even 
more realistic atmosphere." This was the statement made by Miss Eva 
Fclsenburg, who along with several other members of the audience 
' was interviewed about her opinion of the Model Security Council 
Organized under the joint spon- 
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sorship of McGill University, Sir 
George Williams College, and the 
University of Montival, the ces- 
sions of the Security Council were 
officially concluded, with a ban- 
quet held at the latter,. Saturday 
night. 

The Sessions 
The first session was opened by 
President Rene Pouliot Friday eve- 
ning. After having tabled the Pro- 
visional Agenda because of the 
^ heated discussion that could not be 
solved, the Security Council pro- 
ceeded to turn its attention to the 
resolution dealing with the admis- 
sion of several new members. Fol- 
lowing a lengthy debate, the vote 
was taken and the resolution was 
. vetoed. The second resolution, in- 
tavduce^^ USSR, proposed 
that all nuclear energy be devoted 
for peaceful purposes and that in- 
ternational control be set up for 
further atomic <levelopments. 
Resolutions 
A resolution of the UK to accept 
the credentials of the "bona fide" 
Chinese . People's Democratic Re- 
ypublic was the item discussed dur- 
/ ing the second session, on Saturday 
/ morning. Even though this was a 
J procedural issue — not subject to 
veto — it was defeated. 

Brazil's resolution requesting the 
ratificotion of the ITO Charter was 
soon disposed of by a motion of the 



USSR to refer the matter to the 
Economic and Sociol Council. The 
proposition of the delegate of New 
Zealand, called upon the Govern- 
ment of Egypt to terminate armed 
interventions and restrictions on 
the international commercial ship- 
ping of goods through the Suez 
Canol. Only the last part of Iran's 
resolution, which was reintroducc<l 
before the Council by the US after 
after Iran withdrew it, was passed.

Cheerleaderelles 
Counted Oui 
For Fifth Time 

The University Senate has again 
refused permission for cheorleader- 
ettes at AIcGifl, it wos learned re- 
cently. 

The Athletics Board' recommen- 
dation that cheerlcaderettes be al- 

loived was turned down by the Sen- 
ate at its last meeting. This is the 
fifth time since 1947 that this body 
has reaffirmed its stand against 
women cheerleaders. 

In March 1947 an interim report 
roy a special Senate committee ad- 
vised rejection of such requests, be- 
cause: 

"a) Women chcorleading is a 
form of exhibitionism that attracts 
uhfiivouirablo outside publicity both 
to the women themselves and to the 
University. 

"b) It is undignified and often 
silly. 

"c) It docs not add to the effec- 
tiveness of chcerleading. 

"(The) committee, therefore, 
could not approve any measure 
which would or might reoct un- 
favourably upon the students .con- 
cerned or the University." 

Campus rumour has blamed the 
prohibition on terms of a bequest 
to the University, allegedly condi- 
tional on there being no cheerlcad- 
erettes or drum majorettes at Mc- 
Gill. When asked about this, Mr. 
T. II. 'Matthews, Secretary to the 
Senate, stated that thpre was no 
foundation whatsoever for such a 
rumour. Each requ&st' or recom- 
mendation for checrleaderettes was 
considered by the Senate on its 
merits, he said. 

The recommendation of the 
Athletics Board, made this f ajl, 
was supported by motions of the 
Students Executive Council, the 
Students Athletic Council, the Wo- 
men's Union, and the MWSAA.

The Board of Governors are 
"very very conscious of the need 
for II new Union," the Principal 
told The Daily in an interview yes- 
tcrdoy. 

At their last meeting, the Board 
considered a brief submitted by the 
NcwUnion Committee which listed 
In detail the facilities they felt 
necessary or desirable in a new 
Union. While the Governors did 
not discuss tho .proposals in detail, 
Dr. James described them as being 
"very impressed" with tho scope of 
the brief. 

The problem of a new Union has 



been referred to tho University 
Site Planning Committee, he said, 
and once a site had been chosen 
it was planned that tho new Union 
Committee should consult with an 
architect to begin more detailed 
planning. He mentioned that the 
site for the new building would 
have to be a central one for the 
University of fifty years from now, 
rather than the present campus.

In 1942, the Principal noted, it 
had been decided not to extend the 
University's land holdings any fur- 
ther.

long range plans envisage expan- 
sion westward to Drummond Street, 
between Pino and "McGregor Ave- 
nues.

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NO MORAL CONNOTATION^ 



Communist China's Premier, Chou Eh-Loi, has 
refused on invitation from United Nations Secre- 
tary-General Dag Hammorsl^jold to send a repre- 
sentative to the Security Council for a debate 
01» a Formosa cease-fire. The invitation was re- 
jected with the statement that Chou would send 
a icpi'esentotive only when he would occupy the 
sect now held by the Nqtionolist Chinese dele- 
gaje. 

It is most unlikely, however, that this will 
happen in the foreseeable future. For the Security 
Council must pass on any applications for mem- 
bership in the UN, and in this body the veto may 
be used, and most certainly would be used by the 
United States. 

Py yvhy wjH one non-Communist wor|d power 
(Bntain) recognize Communist China, while an- 
other (US) has nothing to do with it? 

The difference lies mainly in a confusion as 
to what 'recognition' of a government implies. The 
fise of t[ie Red Chinese government confronted 
the. Western world with two issues; one moral, 
the other political. Of these, Hons J. Morgenthau 
says: 

"Weic llw noturc ond policies ol thai ' government in 
occo'd with llw moral principlej o( the Western world' 
Slio'jid the Western world deal with such o government? 
IlK! onswer to Iho lirst question could not foil to bo in the 
•logalivc. yet il did not lollow with necessity, that the onswer 
•a tiw vKond quosttm should also be In Ihé ncootise. The 
it,)nd3td of Ihougitt oppplled to tlic first — th.o morol — 
aiii>^l.vi wos simoly to tCit Iho noture ond the policies o( 
the Co(ii.iiunist government of China by the principles of 
Wislcrn motalit/. On the other hand,, the second — the 
IwlilicQi qricilion tiod to be subjected to the complicotcd 
tost or.lhe interests involved ond he power available on 
rillwr side, onid of the beoring of one or the other course 
0Î oction iipon these intetcsti and power." 



Recognition of a government, under interna- 
tional law, has no moral connotation. If a com- 
munity fulfills thos^ conditions which would make 
it recognizable as a state (that, is, population, 
boundaries, o government of a permanent char- 
acter, and sovereignity) then it should be auto- 
matically recognized by the community of states. 
Whether the governrr.ent gained power by legal 
means or by force should have no bearing on the 
matter, once that government has effective con- 
trol of the territory. This is the view taken by 
Britain. 

But to many individuals recognition implies 
more than this. It confers the stamp of approval 
of the recognizing country upon the government 
being recognized. Recognition here has a moral 
force or tone. This is the viewpoint most fre- 
quently token by the United States. 

While we cannot soy definitely that one view- 
point is better than another, i.tjs clear that re- 
cognition on non-moral 'g'rouiids Is pem^ more 
likely to speed the conduct of world affairs. 

Possibly if the public were told the difference 
between dc focto recognition, when a state simply 
acknowledges that a certain group is actually 
controlling another state, and de jure recognition, 
when it Qcktiowlcdges that a group has legal 
control over another state, it would bë willing 
to accept the recognition dc facto of countries 
such as Cpmmunist China.

Agreed 
in principle that this ideal is worthwhile, and agreed that in so far as 
NFCUS claims to realize this ideal it must be reformed, the Students 
Society meeting last week was clearly divided as to how this reform 
and ihis ideal can be achieved. 'Those who maintained that reform from 
tho inside had been tried without results mnv must suggest Itow it 
might be tried from the outside. This àptiçle is meani to indicate con- 
crete pians which van be made by McGill. 
A Permanent Program 
No large organization can be ef- 
fective unless it has a number of 
concrete services \o pf^er its sup- 
porters!' These may result f i'om the 
following: — 

1. A national "SCOPE'^ Com- 
mittee with funds to bring famous 
musicians, men of letters, econo- 
mists, etc., on lecture tours of 
member universities. This would 
require planning at least a year 
ahead. 

2. A national summer employ- 
ment bureau to make opportunities 
for Eastern students to work out 
West and vice versa, and to guar* 
nntce employers (by references, 
etc.) ns to the callibrc of student 
being hired. 

3. An annual camp seminar for 
n fortnight in September to bring 
students from across Canada to- 
gether. Programs should include 
oulslanding speakers on national 
and international topics; a definite 
effort to increase the number of 
bilingual students, by practice, lec- 
tures, etc. Costs of travel and or- 
ganization to' be borne by the cen- 
tral union, fod and board to be 
paid by the participating students. 

4. A non-profit travel agency, 

6. A' national student magazine 
giving synopses of activities, fea- 
turing different Canadian campi, 
etc.; to be sold (in order to prompt 
a high standard). 

G. A national debating tourna- 
nient; costs to be borne by the cen- 
tral organization. 

7. Minor contests, on the lite- 
rary, handicrafts lines; perhaps 
with the incentive of scholarships 
for the winners.
